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Clean Up and Prepare 
Your Garden for Spring 


By HENRY PKEE 


Take advantage of the fine fall 


weather to cut down on the spring 
rush in the garden. One of the first 
tasks is cleaning up, and it is very 
important that this work be done 
as thoroughly as possible. 


All fallen leaves and stems of 


perennials which have been dis- 
eased or attacked by insects' dur- 
ing the summer should be burned 
or destroyed so the disease or eggs 
are not earned over winter to in- j 
fest the new growth in the spring. 
Hollyhock leaves and peony stems 
never should be put on the com- 
post pile. 


Disease-free 
leaves 
should 
be 


stored on the compost pile where 
they will make good humus for 
spading into the beds. Clean up 
cornei s and edges of the garden 
where the grass and weeds grow 
wild to form a place for insects 
and rodents to winter. 


Another important factor in the j 


fall clean-up is getting rid of as 
many weeds as possible so they 
do not have a chance to go to seed 
and overrun the garden next year. 


Most weeds are killed by frost, 


but a few, especially chickweed, 
are hardy. It is not unusual to 
find flowers blooming on these 
plants under the snow in January, 
so it can easily be seen why it is 
especially important to pull up as 
many as possible in the fall.

Now is a good time to make a 


hardy perennial 
border. 
Plants 


that have outgrown their locations 
may be lifted, divided and reset. 
Chrysanthemums, hardy a s t e r s 
and Japanese anemones dislike be- 
ing disturbed in the fall and grow 
better if divided in the spring. If 
peonies are blooming well it is best 
not to disturb them at all. 


Do not atempt to divide pel en- 


mals uith a shovel or1 spade. Ex- 
amine the plants carefully to deter- 
mine the best place of division and 
make the cut with a sharp knife so 
that theie is the least possible in- 
jury to the roots which aie to be 
retained. In most cases the cential 
or older portion of the clump 
should be discarded and the young- 
er portions aiound the outside 
should be replanted.

fall sou ing of seeds. Many annuals 
used for cutting may be needed ! 
late this fall with no ill eflects. 


The particularly hardy kinds, 


such as bachelor buttons and an- 
nual 
larkspur 
will survive the 


winter unharmed even if they have 
germinated and appeared 
above 


the ground before it freezes. 


Other annuals, such as poppies, 


petunias, snapdragon, c o s m o s ,

Ttco Methods 
Of Planting 
Fall Bulbs 


There are two method* of plant- 


ing fall bulbs. When planted in the 
perennial 
border, 
among 
other 


plants, a hole should be dug for 
each bulb with a trowel. Be sure 
thai the hole Is large enough so 
that the bulb rests on the soil, and 
Ihete is no air pocket beneath it. 


The soil should be packed firmly 


around and above the bulb, and 
planting may be' done as late as 
this is possible. Even if there is a 
frozen crust on the surface, so long 
as the soil beneath will crumble 
easily, planting can continue. But 
when the ground 
freezes deep 


enough to prevent this, it Is too 
late to plant. 


11 an entile bed. or border space 


is to be planted to bulbs, it may be 
excavated to the required depth, 
and the bulbs placed on the floor of 
the excavation in the desired ar- 
rangement. This is a necessary 
method when tulips are to be used 
to foim a pattern, in the style still 
popular m Europe and formerly 
piarticed here. Even if no pattern 
is desired, this is a good way when 
there are no established plants in 
the area to interfere with it 
I 


\Vhcn the soil is filled in above j 


the bulbs, it should be heaped up 
an inch or two higher than the sur- 
loundmg surface to allow for set- 
tling, and prevent a depression in 
which water might stand 


Wet soil is the great enemy of all 


gat den bulbs. They will not grow 
in uet soil, and soon decay. They 
should never be planted in a place 
from which water does not drain 
away quickly. If there is no such 
place in your garden, then make 
an elevated bed, six inches above 
the garden level, in which to plant 
your bulbs 


Cold does not injure hardy bulbs: 


but wet soil will destroy them, so 
take no chances. 


One of the chief hazards for all 


bulbs is "frost heaving." due to 
alternate freezing and thawing of 
the soil, which may 
lift shallow- 


rooted plants out of the soil. Bulbs 
planted so late they cannot make 
roots in the fall are likely to suffer 
from it: and large bulbs not set 
deep enough will often be injured. 
A mulch placed over the bulbs 
after the ground has frozen will 
keep the frost in, and reduce frost 
heaving.

Why a GOP Congress? 


President Eisenhower is making a personal fight for Re- 


publican majorities in the senate and house. He is on legiti- 
mate and practical ground. 
. . 
Samuel Lubell, in his survey of voter opinion, so far 


finds many voters who seem to think they are better off if 
neither party obtains a dominant political position. 
They 


see advantages, to themselves, of a "split house." 


This may be a natural reaction to the long era of one- 


partv control of the government which preceded Mr. Eisen- 
hower's election. It also is evidence of misgivings about the 
GOP. as a party, despite faith in the president. 


But as a practical political policy, it doesn t hold up. 
It is a truism, supported by historic precedent, that when 


control of the executive and legislative branches is divided 
there inescapably develops what the president aptly has 
called a time of "stagnation and inaction, of half measures or 
no measures at all." 
Perhaps it need not be. so. But it works that way- The 


ambitions of partisanship make it that way. 


Xow it is perfectly true, as the president acknowledges, 


that some Democrats in the past congress voted for some of 
the administration's program. And that some Republicans 
fought their president's proposals. 


Neither party is made up exclusively of men who see 


eye to eye on all propositions. When either party presents a 
united front on any issue, it is the result of compromise. This 
is equally true of the Democrats and the Republicans. 


"But there is such a thing as party discipline. And party 


responsibility. 


President Eisenhower and his congressional leaders in- 


voked both factors with eminent success in this year's ses- 
sion of congress. But if the Democrats had complete control 
of both houses, he would be unable to invoke either. 


If the Democrats win maiorities in congress next month, 


they will have one chief objective—to help the administration 
to failure. The ambition to regain the White House will be 
paramount- 


That is logical partisanship. But it doesn't make for 


stable go\ernment. It isn't constructive. It doesn't get us 
anything. 
It doesn't serve the country's interests.-—The

The problem of hypei tension or 


blood pressure is one of the 


most serious facing the medical 
profession today. High blood pres- 
sure cannot be considered as a 
single specific disease since there 
are several varieties, since the out- 
look vanes from person to person, 
and since the management for 
each individual must be chosen 
with gieat care In some cases the 
origin can be pretty well identified 
but in others the cause cannot be 
traced or is not known and this 
largest group of all is commonly 
known as essential hypertension. 


Even for essential hypertension, 


however, some recent develop- 
ments in treatment offer a good 
deal of assistance For example. 


i some patients ha\e been piven a 
diet from which not only the sodi- 
um contained in salt is removed, 
but most of the sodium in the oth- 
er foods 


THE LOW SODIUM diet is rath- 


er complicated to prepare and is 
not too tasty, but good results in 
bringing about a drop in blood 
pressure have been reported. This 
treatment reitainlv will not an- 
swer the entire question of hyper- 
tension, but at least the use of 
"low salt, low sodium" diets in 
certain case's i« valuable The so- 
called nee diet is one" of these low- 
sodium diets. 


An operation called sympathec- 


tomy, m which certain nerves in 
the back near the spine are cut 
has also been used. After these 
nerves are severed the blood ves- 
sels expand and are able to carry 
more blood and blood pressure is 
lowered. This form of treatment 
has now been in use for selected 
patients for a good many years 
and seems to be of real value. It 
is not suitable for all patients with 
hypertension. 


IN ADDITION to these measures 


there is a drug known as hydrala- 
ziae which is quite useful in the 
control of the symptoms of some 
of those afflicted with essential 
hypertension. Most recently a pre- 
paration obtained from the root of 
a plant known as Rauwolfia Ser- 
pentina has been introduced. In 
certam kinds of hypertension the 
results from the use of this drug 
seem 
favorable but like other 


methods available today it almost 
surely is not the final answer. 


ONE FORM of essential hyper- 


tension is known as malignant be- 
cause in a few weeks or months 
it may progress so rapidly as to 
cause irreparable damage. In this 
variety of high blood pressure the 
most active measures are neces- 
sarv without the least delav.

Did you do at 
least one thing this past week to 
make your home safer from fire? 
It is reported that oil stoves cause 
the most deaths in farm and home 
f i r e s . May we 
urge you to fol- 
low these sug- 
gestions for oil 
h e a t e r opera- 
tions: in Locate 
it where it is not 
l i k e l y t o b e 
tipped over, and 
where a possible 
fire will not block 
escape from bed- 
rooms. (2) Make June Pilgrim 
sure the burners are level. i3> Keep 
curtains, bedding and other com- 
bustibles away from the burner. 
(4! An oil stove or heater should 
not be tended by children. t5i When 
refilling a heater, be sure it is off 
and cool. In pouring: oil. use a fun- 
nel and metal container with a pour 
spout. (61 Keep equipment clean 
and use the proper grade of oil for 
your burner. 
i T i Once the healer 


has been turned on, make sure the 
burner is burning: steadily before 
leaving it: have a skilled mainte- 
nance man make all repairs.

Agriculture Census 


This month and next begins a 


1954 
census of agriculture. 
This 


census will bring up to date the 
keeping of the Nation's books, es- 
pecially in regard to our farms, 
their resources, farm production 
and farm 
products. 
Each 
five 


years a census is made: this is the 
16th in the Nation's history. 


Farm homemakers can help in 


taking this farm census, by help- 
ing fill out questionnaires, assemble 
records and answer census takers 
questions if their husbands are ab- 
sent. This questionnaire will be sent 
out ahead of time and picked up 
later by the census taker. The farm 
census in Lee County will be super- 
vised by a crew leader who will 
either be a resident of the county 
or a neighboring county. There will 
be "enumerators" who will also 
take the census and they will be 
residents of the township or area 
they are to enumerate. These enu- 
merators are required to visit and 
list all places in rural areas in 
order to insure that no farms are 
missed. Won't you give these peo- 
ple your full cooperation. Facts 
gleaned in a census can be an in- 
valuable help in all our agricultural 
and homemaking education carried 
on in counties. 


Store Vegetables 


Do you wonder about storing 


pome vegetables this winter. Just 
remember that your selection of 
storage space depends on the type 
of vegetable to be stored. Tempera- 
ture, humidity, and air circulation 
needed for good storage may differ 
for each vegetable or class of veg- 
etables. 


Unheated basements are 
ofteti 


ideal storage places for root crops, 
potatoes 
and 
leafy 
vegetables. 


These basements are usually damp 
and cool. In very cold weather 
some heat may be needed to pre- 
vent the vegetables from freezing. 


Storage in heated basements is 


practical, cheap and convenient. 
It is usually satisfactory, too, if a 
cool well-ventilated storeroom is 
partitioned off from a corner of the 
basement. You can regulate air 
circulation, temperature and hum- 
idity by adjusting basement win- 
clows. 


Root crops 
i like carrot? 
and 


hcctsi placed in boxes of moist 
sand or soil will keep for two or 
three months in a garage. Par- 
snips, salscfy. or horseradish boxed 
in the same way can stay in the 
garage all winter. 


An attic has limited value for 


vegetable storage. Poor ventilation 
and a wide variation in tempera- 
ture are the limiting factors. Only 
crops that are fairly clean, easy to 
handle, and not injured by high 
temperatures and dry air should 
be stored in the attic. Such thine? 
as. popcorn, herbs. pnd dried seed 
can remain there indefinitely.
